TOWN OF ALEXANDRIA, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1879. 


F Districr No. 1. 


This district has had two terms of school. The first term 
commenced May 6, and closed June 28. The second, a fall 
term, commenced August 19, and closed Oct. 11. Botb were 
successfully taught by Miss Lizzi P. Wuirremore. The 
scholars passed an unusually good examination atthe close. The 
roll of honor, consisting of those who had been neither absent 
or tardy during the term, embraces the names of Nora B. 
Simonds, Ella M. Simonds and Willie G. Gordon, first term ; 
Ella M. Simonds, second term. Whole number of scholars first 
term, 13; average, 10; second term, 10; average, 9. Wages 
per month, including board, first term, $20; second, $22.

The design of a sehool report is undoubtedly to give the citi- 
zens of the town a correct information, respecting the condi- 
tions of their schools. During the past year there his been 
some improvement, still there is room for imore. Great care 
should be taken to select men for the office of prudential com- 
mittee who have an interest in the cause of common schools. 
Teachers should never be selected on the idea of friendship or 
acquaintance, but choice should be made on qualifications for 
success, regardless of cost. It is here we expend our money, 
and we ought to have the value received. Money wiil secure 
good teachers if the effort is made in season. A good school is 
always worth what it costs, @ poor one never is; and when you 
go out to hire a teacher stick to this text: **Abhor that which is 
evil, cleave to that which is good.” 

Parents can aid the progress of a school in various ways. 
Visiting the school occasionally is very beneficial; it not only 
encourages the teacher, but makes the scholars more ambitious. 
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Only seven of the prudential committee, out of the fourteen, 
have visited the schools during the past year. And we would 
call your attention to the very important duty of standing by 
and supporting our teachers in their labors with us. We may 
have those who are young and inexperienced. Let us encour- 
age and, if need be, very gently advise. Go into the school 
and see what they are doing before you censure. Treat teachers 
that come among us as we would have others treat ours if they 
went ont from our homes among strangers. Let us realize that 
teachers are fellow-laborers with us in the cause of education. 
Let us encourage them by visiting the school, and upholding 
them in maintaining good order. 

Never discuss school grievances, or express opinions deroga- 
tory to a teacher in the presence of your children, unless you 
wish, in after years, to reap the bitter fiuit of your own sowing. 
Punctuality, also, is necessary to the success of a school. Par- 
ents should lock to this. On them the responsibility, ina great 
measure, rests. Absence is but little worse than tardiness and 
dismissal. But it is only necessary to state that three hundred 
and fifty such marks disfigure our Registers. We are glad some 
of our schools countenance the evil but little. No labor is so 
important, and full of peculiarities, as teaching. The teacher 
fashions a mind for time and eternity. When a teacher gets in- 
to the wrong place a fui-ure is made, and both teacher and school 
suffer the fatal consequence. Do not take a position you are 
conscious you are not prepared to fill. Do not attempt to con- 
trol others, until! you have a perfect mastery over yourself.
